AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

1 . (Currently Amended) A settlement system in which, when a buyer 
ordcra mcrGhandiao for a □cllor, — an order intake agent rcccivca an 
order for the mcrchandiae placed by the buyer and payment for the 
merchandiac on behalf of the aeller, — comprising : 

an order placing device for storing order information 
incluaive of auch including merchandise information aa to apecify 
specifying the merchandise that the buyer orders; and 

an order- intake agent device whereby the order intake agent 
which obtains the order information from the order placing device^ 
and obtains payment for the merchandise on behalf of the seller . 

2. (Original) The settlement system set forth in Claim 1, 
wherein : 

the order information includes such buyer information as to 
specify the buyer. 

3. (Original) The settlement system set forth in Claim 1, 
wherein : 

the order placing device displays the order information in the 
form of a barcode, and 
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the order- intake agent device obtains the order inf oinn;iation by 
scanning the barcode displayed in the order placing device. 

4. (Original) The settlement system set forth in Claim 1, 
wherein: 

the order- intake agent device inputs settlement completion 
information indicative of completion of settlement of payment for 
the order to the order placing device. 

5 . (Currently Amended) A settlement metho d in which, — when a buyer 
ordoro mcrchandioG for a □oiler, — an order intake agent rcccivco an 
order for the mcrchandioc placed by the buyer and payment for the 
mcrchandiae on behalf of — the seller, — whoroin comprising the steps 
of: 

the buyer usca storing, in an order placing device_j_ to otore 

order information incluoivc e£ gae hincluding merchandise 

information ao to specify specifying the merchandise that the buyer 
orders^-; — afid 

the □cllor uoea obtaining, using an order- intake agent device^ 
the order information from the order placing device and providing 
the order information to the seller; and ao that the order intake 
agent obtains the order information from the order placing device 

receiving, using the order- intake agent device, payment for 
the merchandise from the buyer on behalf of the seller . 
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6. (Original) The order placing device set forth in Claim 1, 
further comprising a barcode display section for displaying the 
order information in the form of a barcode. 

7. (Currently Amended) An information providing device used in a 
settlement system of claim 1,4 ^ — which, — when — a — buyer — ordcro 
mcrchandioc for a ocllGr, — an order intake agent roccivca an ordor 
■feaf — fehe — mcrchandioc — placed — fey — fehe — buyer — afid — payment — ie*^ — fehe 
mcrchandioc on behalf of the ocllcr, — the device whereby the buyer 
offcro to a communicationo nctworlc ouch mcrchandioc information ao 
to opccify the mcrchandioc that the buyer ordcro for providing the 
order placing device with a barcode image generated in accordance 
with display section specs of the order placing device and the 
merchandise information .

9. (Currently Amended) A settlement system which settles payment 
for merchandise which a buyer orders for from a seller on behalf of 
the seller, comprising: 

a terminal for displaying such merchandise information as to 
specify the merchandise that the buyer orders; and 
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a settlement device for executing — settlement — — receiving 
payment for the ordered merchandise based on the merchandise 
information displayed in the terminal. 

10. (Original) The settlement system set forth in Claim 9, 
wherein: 

the settlement device includes a scanner section for scanning 
display of the terminal . 

11. (Original) The Settlement system set forth in Claim 9, 
wherein : 

the terminal includes an input section for receiving input of 
a code of the merchandise information. 

12. (Original) The settlement system set forth in Claim 9, 
wherein : 

the merchandise information displayed in the terminal includes 
barcode image information. 

13. (Original) The settlement system set forth in Claim 9, 
wherein : 

the settlement device transmits to the terminal settlement 
completion information indicating completion of settlement of the 
payment . 
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14. (Original) A settlement program which causes a computer to 
function as the settlement system of Claim 9. 

15. (Currently Amended) A settlement method which settles payment 
for merchandise which a buyer orders for from a seller on behalf of 
the seller, comprising the steps of: 

displaying in a terminal such merchandise information as to 
specify merchandise which a buyer orders; and 

executing octtlcmcnt of receiving to a settlement device, on 
behalf of the seller, payment for the ordered merchandise based on 
the merchandise information displayed in the terminal. 

16. (Original) A settlement program which causes a computer to 
execute the settlement method of Claim 15. 

17. (Currently Amended) An information providing device which 
provides , to a terminal via a communications network, a barcode 
image generated in accordance with display section specs of a— the 
terminal as ouch merchandise information aa to specify specifying 

merchandise which a buyer orders-? fee fehe terminal via a 

communicationa network . 
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18. (New) The settlement system of claim 1, wherein the order 
information stored by the order placing device is received within a 
communications network that is different from a communications 
network that obtains payment . 

19. (New) The settlement method of claim 5, wherein the order 
information stored by the order placing device is received within a 
communications network that is different from a communications 
network that obtains payment . 

20. (New) The settlement system of claim 9, wherein the 
merchandise information displayed on the terminal is received 
within a communications network that is different from a 
communications network that receives payment . 

21. (New) The settlement method of claim 15, wherein the 
merchandise information displayed on the terminal is received 
within a communications network that is different from a 
communications network that receives payment. 
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
